from the CiA, mostly that had been referred to the CIA for permission to disclose. That, 
anyway, is done. There was interesting information in all that junk. 

I'd also prepared a statement to be filed with the four or five com: dittoes consider- 
ing legislation to compel disclosure of JFK assassination records. I've gotten excellent 
comments on it from my professor friends and a lawyer friend of my youth but not a word 
about it fromsjim Lesar, who had promised before I began writing it and when I sent him the 
copies to deliver them. It relates to the CIA's promise of new openness aM Director dates' 
testimony to this, ^e gave the Senate a few pages, about 110, mostly if not entirely dis- 
closed earlier while I got the thousands that same week from the FBI, CIA information he 
did not give the Senate. Aside from going into that I went intis, what the CIA had suppressed 
for all these years after I requested it, and used that to new information about its 

improper domestic activities, including against me. With a prima facie case of E. Howard 
Hunt's interference with publication of Whitewas in 196j[* -«nd his involvement in the cam- 
paign to impeach ‘'ustice Douglas , along with the CIA asset he used as a cover, the Mullen 

Agency, and lo! in the records x just got there is proof of one of my allegations, that 
ftelms had commited perjury before the Watergate committee to protect the CIA when he 
testified that he introduced Hvnt to the Mullen Agency after Bunt retired from the CIA. 

In fact gunt had been working there for years. One of the FBI records includes the state- 
ment of a public stenographer he used in I960 to type some of his preparations for the 

Bay of Figs fiasco. She is quite specific, he then wotked at Mullen, to her knowledge.
